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1982 is the 75th Anniversary of the year in which the Ridley 
College Cadet Corps was recognized in the Canada Gazette as 
“Cadet Corps No. 162’. 

Actually, military drill for students began in Ridley’s first 
term (1889) under the direction of the Bursar, Captain George 
Thairs, who was an officer of experience and great enthusiasm. 
The unit, if so it may be designated, lacked uniforms, but a sugges- 
tion of realism came from the use of wooden imitation rifles. 

It was rough going for Colonel Thairs, as he later became 
known — his portrait hangs today in the gallery of the Great Hall. 
By 1907 barely half of the School’s enrollment (125) were in the 
corps, despite the attractions of a Government issue of uniforms 
and arms. The former were heavy, dark green tunics and breeches 
with red facings, puttees and wedge-shaped forage-caps; the lat- 
ter, pre-South African War Martini-Enfield rifles cut down to car- 
bine size. This outfit remained as the basic uniform for 32 years, 
although by the First Great War the material had become slightly 
more sympathetic to the bodies of its wearers and its colour dark 
blue. 

The first Inspection took place in 1908 when a Captain 
Galloway reviewed the voluntary Corps. 

By the outbreak of war in 1914, new Ross rifles, Sam Browne 
belts for the officers and a bugle-band had been added and the sup- 
port of the School was approaching unanimity. By 1920 it had 
become customary for all boys to join the Corps. Of course, the 
War stimulated enthusiasm, for most boys expected to be on active 
service themselves soon after they graduated, and their cadet 
training stood them in good stead in the eyes of a Recruiting Of- 
ficer. Over six hundred Old Boys of Ridley served in the armed 
forces, of whom sixty-one gave their lives. 

Henceforth, the tradition of ‘‘standing steady” on parade was 
a continuing feature of the Corps — even during the period of dis- 
turbed thinking by youth in the sixties and early seventies. 

In 1920, the first of the annual Sunday morning parades to St. 
Thomas’ Church took place, and another tradition was born.

In the following year the boys of the Lower School were 
enrolled as Number Two Company. Their presence on parade, 
smartly dressed in ‘‘blues and grays’’ and dark blue wedge-caps 
with red trim, adds greatly to the impressive nature of the Corp’s 
appearance, particularly when the smallest of the Grade Sixers 
strives valiantly to keep in step with the boys in Grade XIII who 
head the Corps. 

Captain C. W. Iggulden became Cadet-Instructor in 1924, and 
the era of “‘Cap”’ was born. He continued as such until he retired in 
1946, in which year, Ridley won the Strathcona Cup for the second 
time, a fitting crown to Cap’s career.

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The period of the Second War repeated the effect of the First. 
Again, the great majority of boys on reaching eighteen years of age 
enlisted on leaving School. The over-all atmosphere of Canada-at- 
war permeated the Corps down to the youngest cadet and re- 
affirmed its basic traditions. Between 1939 and 1946 over one thou- 
sand ex-Ridley cadets were in the armed forces. Eighty-one of 
them gave their lives. 

In 1949 Cap’s son, Lt. A. C. Iggulden became Cadet Instructor, 
and the second Iggulden era began. Eventually the son, Andy, 
achieved the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, and he retired in 1978, 
known to all and sundry, as ‘‘The Colonel’. 

If Colonel Thairs founded the Corps, the Igguldens, father and 
son, built it into the successful unit it is today. 

Captain, the Reverend E. J. Rose, followed as Cadet Instruc- 
tor until he left Ridley in 1980, when Captain P. E. Lewis took 
over. 

Prior to the last war, in 1938, Ridley became affiliated with 
the City of Hamilton Bomber Squadron of the R.C.A.F., and was 
issued with Air Force blue uniforms and berets. 

Finally, in 1969, the Board of Governors of Ridley decided to 
equip the Corps with an issue of completely new uniforms — the 
smart crimson jackets, blue trousers with red stripes at the seam 
and flat hats of today. It is a uniform that resembles the dress- 
uniform of some famous regiment, and it gives its wearers an ad- 
ditional feeling of pride. 

In 1950, the Corps was affiliated with the 44th Field Regiment, 
R.C.A. Nine years later it was re-organized into Companies A, B, 
and C. (the Lower School) and its C.O. was raised to the rank of 
Cadet Lieutenant-Colonel.

Today’s activites of the Cadet Corps are a far cry from the 
Saturday mornings parade-ground bashing of so much of its 
history. In its place occur the Monday evenings of Cadet activities: 
First Aid and Cardio-Pulmonary Resuscitation, Royal Life Saving 
programmes, Scuba Diving, Expeditions and Field Craft, target 
shooting, computer programming, photography, music (the Band), 
practical sewing (girls) and, in some years, equestrianism, and a 
fly-by by student pilots. Most of this training is within the frame- 
work of the Duke of Edinburgh’s Award scheme. After the Easter 
holidays, marching by the whole unit takes place when the fields 
dry out.

With the coming of girls to Ridley the Corps has carried out 
the principle of Women’s Lib. There are girls in the Band and in 
the Colour-party. The young ladies form a full platoon of their 
own, and a few are ranked with boys in another platoon. Last May 
the former won the ‘‘best platoon” award for the second time, and 
they deserved it. 

This year’s Inspection was in the best traditions of the Corps. 
To Cadet-Instructor, Captain P. E. Lewis, to Cadet Lieutenant- 
Colonel W. H. Huckins and his twenty-three officers, to Cadet 
R.S.M./W. N. Drope and the thirty-seven Warrant and Non- 
Commissioned Officers, to Cadet Major M. J. Swan of ‘“‘C’’ Com- 
pany (the Lower School) to every other member of the corps, 
‘Tiger’ offers congratulations for having paid a fitting tribute to 
the Cadet Corp’s seventy-fifth year. Unconsciously, each member 
gained a sense of discipline and of co-operation that will be of 
value throughout his, or her, adult life. 
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The 93rd Annual Prize Day ceremony at Ridley capped an ex- 
cellent year in which the School educated the largest number of 
students ever (511) with the largest number of girls (77), graduated 
the largest number of Grade 13 and Grade 12 leavers (115), and 
posted the largest number of Ontario Scholars (18). But bigger has 
never necessarily been better, even in North America, and it must 
be the quality of this year that counts in the minds and hearts of all 
members of the Ridley Family. Beyond the 18 Ontario Scholars, 
there has been no dearth of quality. Not only did we have more 
students enrolled this year than ever before, but we were more 
selective in choosing them (on both academic and social grounds) 
than at any time in recent memory. This was borne out in lower 
overall attrition during the year and fewer than usual messy dis- 
ciplinary cases. In extra-curricular realms the quality was 
epitomized by the production of Jesus Christ Super Star in the 
Memorial Chapel during Passion Week. With almost a hundred 
students and staff involved in one way or another with the produc- 
tion, it galvanized the community through the latter part of the 
winter term and the start of spring in a most constructive way. One 
of the aspects of the production which drew the most favourable 
attention was the dancing; outsiders were surprised to learn that 
all the choreography had been conceived and directed by a Grade 
13 student! Quality showed this year as well in the debating 
program, in which a Ridley team reached the district finals, and 
several of our debators were selected to represent Niagara in the 
regionals. Ridley students also excelled in local public speaking 
contests, and in essay contests, two Ridley students won firsts, and 
another won Honourable Mention. In the University of Waterloo 
Descartes Mathematics competition a Ridley student placed 26th 
out of 3,719 competitors, and the Ridley 3-person team was 12th 
out of 417 teams. 

In athletics, league championships came in only two sports, 
but competition was keen and morale high. In the autumn, foot- 
ball lost more games than they won, but despite youth and small 
size, they upset a superior SAC team, and held UCC even for a half. 
Girls’ basketball, together with volleyball in the winter, set a new 
tone of top flight competitiveness for girls sports at Ridley with 
winning seasons in both Toronto independent school and local 
public school league play. Winter brought Ridley two ISAA cham- 
pionships. Coach Paul Lewis’ male swimmers not only took the 
ISAA championship at the University of Toronto pool, but they 
also outdid high school and club swimmers by taking the OFSAA 
senior boys team championship — a dual crown possibly une- 
qualled by Ridley teams in any sport in recent years given the 
numbers and level of competition in swimming in Canada’s most 
populous province today. Not to be outdone by the aquamen, 
Coach Sandy Peter’s squash men paced by the fine play of several 
ranked players, tied for the ISAA title. This summer term Ridley 
rowing came up against stiff competition from south of the border 
and west of the Rockies, reaping a comeuppance that is in great 
part a result of the pacesetting that Orange and Black crews have 
done for the past 15 years. Our heavy eight which came in a close 
3rd in the Canadian Schoolboy was a good crew which pulled hard 
through the intensive season — which did not start on the water in 
St. Catharines this year until the second week in April due to the 
heavy ice flow. 


Headmaster’s Message 


June, 1982 





There were a number of ‘“‘firsts’’ at Ridley in 1981-82 which 
reflect the sparkle of quality as well as the sheen of novelty. The 
first two English Speaking Union fellowship holders from Britain 
arrived at Ridley in January, and next September, two Ridley 
young women who graduated from Grade 13 will take a 
postgraduate year at English public schools. In February, the first 
Ridley student newspaper to attempt to establish itself in many 
years put out its first issue. On Prize Day, the fourth issue of the 
Tiger Tribune went on sale, proving that the diligence and spirit of 
its Grade 12 editors was not a flash in the pan. In what was 
probably a Ridley first, a half-dozen students worked this spring in 
a Forestry Squad under the Headmaster’s often-absentee direction 
transplanting spruce and red pine from our own nursery and digg- 
ing up and bringing in other trees from places as diverse as 
Cobourg and Alberta. Only about 40% of the new hogsback filled 
area was reforested in this project — but it was a good start. 
Especially gratifying were gifts of trees from our neighbours on 
Ridley Heights, and several Ridley families. 

As St. Catharines enjoyed its most lovely May and early June 
in many years, the Cadet Corps capped the year by bringing two 
Strathcona trophies to Ridley by their standing in the Annual 
Inspection — including the top proficiency standing among the 
five ‘‘closed’’ (single school membership) cadet corps in Ontario. 
With such accomplishments, we look forward to a summer of ex- 
tensive renovation on the first floor of School House, as various of- 
fices are relocated to accommodate the Admissions Department. 
Barring vast defections, Ridley should open strong in numbers, 
once again in September. We have lost only one staff member, 
Dennis Hull, but we will be gaining two new full-time staff, one in 
History/Economics, and one in Science and Math. 

I would like to personally thank all the members of the Ridley 
Family who have made the first year of the 6th Headmaster of 
Ridley a challenging, exciting and enjoyable one both for him and 
his family!

After spending a late night doing little last minute packing 
and much last minute appreciating of close friendships, the 93rd 
graduating class of Ridley College woke to a hazy, warm day with 
the realization that their Ridley careers were closing. Another 
Prize Day with its bitter-sweet emotions began with communion 
and the singing of favourite hymns. 

Extra curriculum awards were presented in the Lower School 
and Upper School prior to the arrival of The Honourable Pauline 
M. McGibbon and Mr. McGibbon. Starting almost on time and 
with the families and friends of the student body congregated to 
the south of the Chapel, Dr. Donald C. McFarlane (Chairman of 
the Board of Governors), Reverend Donald Hunt (Lower School 
Headmaster), The Honourable Pauline McGibbon and Mr. H. 
Jeremy Packard (Ridley’s Sixth Headmaster) each spoke to the 
large crowd and particularly to the 97 new alumni, encouraging 
them to live productive, happy and peaceful lives which would 
honour Ridley, the sacrifice their parents had made, Canada and 
themselves. 

In the Lower School J. P. Qua won the John S. Guest Prize 
(Academic Achievement); P. L. Moyer won the Mrs. W. H. Merritt 
Memorial (Diligence); T. A. Pogue took the W. J. Bright Prize 
(Perserverance); the Bullied Award and Scholarship went to T. A. 
Coy, son of Mr. Rick Coy (60); and P. C. Newell was the recipient 
of the J. R. Hamilton Prize. T. N. Holland and M. J. Swan won top 
academic awards for General Proficiency in Grade Nine. 

In the Upper School S. A. Kanji (Grade 10), S. E. Burpee 
(Grade 11) and G. M. Stuart (Grade 12) were recognized for their 
academic achievements while R. A. Kanji swept both the T. R. 
Merritt Matriculation Gold Medal and the Governor-General’s 
Medal for Senior Matriculation. Sixteen students were Ontario 
Scholarship winners with an average of 80 per cent or better in six 
subjects. 

G. D. Knowles received the Headmaster’s Prize for Zealous 
Achievement and a standing ovation from his classmates for his 
courageous inspiring struggle against severe health problems. M. 
C. Anderson took the Terence Cronyn Prize for high academic 
achievement and significant contribution to the life of the school 
and K. K. Woo was voted the recipient of the Judge Benson 
Memorial Prize for Diligence. Finally R. B. Mason, this year’s 
Valedictorian, accepted the J. Herbert Mason Medal. Rob’s 
humourous and spirited speech commended Ridley’s insistence on 
high standards mixed with what he perceived is the opportunity to 
achieve difficult heights and have fun doing it. 

The closing grace by Reverend Donald Hunt ended the official 
prize giving. Four new shells were christened to service in the 
Ridley College Rowing Club and the Ridley Graduate Boat Club 
and lunches were served in both the Upper and Lower Schools. As 
cars were packed hasty farewells were exchanged leaving one awed 
graduate to say, ‘‘Sir, I can’t believe it’s over. Everyone left so 
quickly there was no time for proper goodbyes.” 

To the graduates of Ridley, 1982, Tiger offers congratulations, 
wishes for good luck and says goodbye until you return to visit.

Another year at Ridley has just come to a completion. It 
seems as though it were only yesterday that the boys had returned 
in September. How fast the year has gone, in part because of the 
numerous activities that have taken up so much time. 

The third term opened with rehearsals for the plays. Mr. D. R. 
Cosgrove and Mr. R. A. Coy put on three plays which ranged from 
a melodrama for Grade 7 to Neil Simon in Grade 9. Bell II was ad- 
judged the best actor, but others, including Spindler, Finkle I and 
McMillan, shone. 

During this term the various teams had reasonable success. 
Moans of ‘‘what’s cricket?’’ gave way, in many cases, to “‘it’s not 
so bad, after all’’, as new boys were introduced to this weird and 
wonderful game. People such as Silvera, Horner, Greenwood, 
Gamboa (who had the distinction of gaining four wickets in four 
balls), Sosa, Evans, Kisely, Karachi, Langhorne, Zaniol, Lampard, 
Prior and Shea were mentioned in newspaper reports of the 
matches as having done well on one of the five teams fielded this 
year. 

In the annual staff-student cricket game, the first XI was 
defeated by the staff. A recruit from the Slow Pitch League, Mr. 
Milligan, led all scorers with 26 runs. Messrs. Hunt and Hull led 
the bowling attack. (?). For the First XI, Neal ma. was top scorer, 
while Gamboa was the top wicket taker. 

‘I'he tennis team had many competitive fixtures this year. 
Newell, Swan, Evans and Silverwood were the cream of the older 
players, while Stevens I, Zia Mian and Lampard appear to be the 
players for the future. 

The track and field team had quite a bit of success. The squad 
won the under-fourteen meet, and performed well in a number of 
SOSSA meets as well. Pogue, Horner, Ebanks and Copithorne were 
successful participants this year. 

The cadet corps did its usual sterling job in the spring. Swan 
and Filion led the company to successful performances at the 
Church Parade and Inspection Day. The Hurons won the prize for 
the best platoon, and Adam Turner garnered the best cadet 
Award. 

Unfortunately, the weather was not kind to us for our Sports 
Day. Throughout the morning it was windy, cold and wet. Despite 
these handicaps, the participants produced good results. Horner 
won the Senior Championship, while Pogue was second, and in the 
Junior Competition, Stevens I was the winner with Watson the 
runner-up. The overall champions of the competition were the 
Algonquins. 

While all these various activities were going on, trips were be- 
ing taken to the Planetarium and the Science Centre; models were 
being built; rockets were being launched and preliminary tryouts 
were being made for the various extra-curricular competitions. 

Watson and Bell II won the Senior and Junior Public Reading 
Competitions, while the Senior Public Speaking Prizes went to 
Karachi and Hunt.

On Prize Day, numerous awards, prizes and results were an- 
nounced. It was most gratifying to note how well the students had 
done academically, with so many other activities going on. More 
first and second-class honours were achieved than in the last few 
years; there were fewer failures as well! 

In Grade 9, Holland topped the class but Swan, Spindler and 
Silvera were not far behind. Langhorne, in Grade 8, had the 
highest average (91%). Others in that grade who did well were 
Dunkley, Watson and Lennox, Carter, Burch, Robinson, Vaughan 
and Hunt led in Grade 7, while Court finished in front of Misener 
and Boland in Grade 6. 

The Iroquois, ably captained by Spindler, won the tribe com- 
petition. Swan was the top senior tribesman, while Hunt led the 
juniors. Qua mi. won the J. S. Guest Prize, Peter Moyer the 
Diligence Prize. Tim Coy was awarded the Bullied Award and 
Scholarship, and Peter Newell was the winner of the J. P. 
Hamilton Prize. 

After all the prizes had been distributed to the winners by Mr. 
McGibbon, and after the various speeches were over, the students 
began to head back to their homes. Most will be returning in the 
fall after a summer of relaxation. To those who are not returning, 
our best wishes for the future. 

Many people, including parents, have contributed to the 
school this year. To those of you who have helped out in so many 
ways with your time, efforts and money, our thanks. The Women’s 
Guilds of Niagara and Toronto have been very generous — to you 
all, your efforts are most appreciated. 

Next fall, when school resumes, it is hoped that there will be 
some changes to the structure of the Lower School. Leonard 
House will be renovated into two and four-boy rooms. This will be 
the residence of the Grade 9’s. This should result in better accom- 
modation for the older students. 

To all, we hope you have a very good summer. We look 
forward to your return in September.

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Admissions Office 


At this point in time we are drawing to a close the first year of 
operation of the newly set-up Admissions Office. At an earlier point 
in time than ever before, we find that our quotas are comfortably 
filled for next September. As well, we are actively engaged in 
building up a waiting list, at each grade level, of acceptable can- 
didates to whom we would be able to offer a place in the event of 
last minute changes of plans and withdrawals. 


With the setting up of the new office, we have been able to in- 
stitute new more streamlined procedures, resulting in our ability to 
respond to request for a Prospectus and information about the 
school on the same day that it is received. As well, Mrs. Hunt, the 
mainstay of the office, has been busily engaged in building up a 
body of statistics which will provide us with a pattern which in- 
evitably will be useful in the future. 


Naturally we are delighted with the tremendous interest in in- 
dependent school education which is so very evident at the present 
time; however, certain difficulties have resulted. Unfortunately, in 
many cases, Old Boys, or past parents, have initiated applications 
for their sons or daughters in May or June. They have been disap- 
pointed naturally to find places filled. Therefore, I would urge 
parents who are interested in securing a spot at Ridley for their son 
or daughter to initiate the application in the early autumn prior to 
the year of entry so as to avoid disappointment. We have been im- 
pressed, as well, with the number of parents who have already 
enrolled their sons or daughters for September of 1983 and even 
later. 


In September the Admissions: Office will occupy new quarters 
on the first floor of School House, opposite the Headmaster’s Of- 
fice. We trust that this new high profile location will make the Ad- 
missions Office easier to find.

Computers in 
Academic Administration Symposium 


On Saturday, April 10, Ridley hosted a seminar for Academic 
Administrators in the Independent School System under the 
auspices of Dr. Lowell Scott. The purpose of the seminar was to in- 
itiate a continuing exchange of information on the use of 
microcomputers in applications such as time tabling, academic 
record-keeping and word processing. Representatives from Albert 
College, Alma College, Appleby College, Crescent School, 
Havergal College, St. Margaret’s School, Trinity College School 
and Upper Canada College attended. 


In the morning Mr. Brian Martin and Stephen Hunt (82) 
presented a paper on a software package, ‘‘Ridley Timesys’’, writ- 
ten entirely by Stephen and presently in use in the School. This 
package was made available to any other independent schools who 
felt it could be of use in their system. 


In the afternoon representatives from the Lincoln County 
Board of Education presented a software package, still under 
development, but of considerable sophistication, for timetable 
construction. Representatives of several local computer retailers 
were located in the Physics Lab for display of hardware. 


Delegates to the symposium indicated genuine interest in the 
subject and enthusiasm for the idea of future periodic information 
sessions to report individual school’s progress in this area.

Mathematics and 
Language Contests 


Again this year Ridley students performed admirably in 
various regional and national contests in the disciplines of 
Mathematics and French. 


Kate Anderson (82) and Patricia Stephenson (83) participated 
in the Niagara Regional Schools’ French Contest held this year at 
Brock University. Both performed creditably and Kate placed 
eleventh in the large ‘‘Anglophone”’ category, thus achieving an 
honourable mention. 


The Fermat Contest for Grade 10 and 11 Mathematics stu- 
dents was entered by S. E. Burpee, A. B. Lundy and G. J. Duncan. 
The team finished in the 101-150 range of 1078 schools entered in 
Canada; was 65th of 526 entries in Ontario and stood 2nd of 31 
schools in the zone. S. E. Burpee and A. B. Lundy finished 10th 
and 13th respectively in the zone competition. 


The team of G. M. Stuart, D. J. McMillan and G. Zabeck com- 
peted in the Euclid Mathematics Contest (Grade 12). This group 
was ranked 207th of 509 nationally; 148th of. 428 provincially and 
5th of 20 in the Niagara Region. Stuart and McMillan placed 9th 
and 26th in the zone competition. 


Ridley was represented by D. Handa, W. Lee and R. Mason in 
the Descartes Mathematics Contest for Grade 13 students. The 
team did exceptionally well with a 12th place finish of 417 schools 
in Canada and in the zone they were rated 2nd of 24 high schools. 
In the zone D. Handa, W. Lee, R. Mason and J. Lee stood 2nd, 9th, 
13th and 17th. Special accolades go to D. Handa who achieved an 
individual ranking of 26th out of 3719 students in Canada.

TROPHY FOR DEBATING 


(Presented by the Tuesday Night Club to 
Honour the Memory of Hamilton Cassels (O.R. ’36) 


The Prerequisites: 

(1) The trophy need not necessarily be awarded to the most succes- 
sful debater at Ridley. The judges look for involvement in the 
Debating Program at all levels. 

(a) The candidate will be a Grade 12 or Grade 13 student. 

(b) The candidate must have competed in ISAA Fulford Cup 
Competition for at least two consecutive years. 

(c) The candidate must have competed in at least two other 
ISAA Invitational or OSDU sanctioned or Niagara Regional 
Debates during the prize year. 

(d) The candidate must have made a significant contribution to 
the success of debating at Ridley. This contribution could take a 
number of forms; organization and administration of a major 
debate; recruiting and training of Junior debaters or a continued 
supportive role throughout the prize year. 

(2) The Cassels’ Trophy is seen as being both prestigious and dif- 
ficult to win. In years where no candidates meet the prerequisites, 
the trophy should not be awarded. Conversely, if two candidates 
seem worthy in a prize year, then a joint award may be made. 
(3) The trophy will remain at Ridley; the name of the winner on a 
small shield affixed to the base of the trophy. 

(4) A Commemorative Medallion will be awarded to each winner 
on Prize Day.

(1) Selection of the winner of the Cassels’ Trophy is to be made by 
the Headmaster and the Debating Coach.
